forces battled for Neudorfl, three 
miles east of the Messerschmitt 
assembly center of Wiener Neu- 
stadt in Austria today.

dent Roosevelt accepted today the 
resignation of James F. Byrnes 
as director of War Mobilization 
and Reconversion, and picked Fred 
M. Vinson to succeed him. 


Byrnes will stay on the job un- 


til Vinson's nomination is ap- 
proved by the Senate. Then he 
will break Vinson into his new 
duties. 


It was the second change of 


jobs for Vinson in less than a 
month. On March 6 he w-as nom- 
inated Federal Loan Administra- 
tor.

Byrnes had submitted his resig- 


nation on March 24. while prepar- 
ing a report to President Roose- 
velt and Congress which outlined 
the plans he has developed for 
reconversion after Germany's col- 
lapse. 


The report was dated yesterday

now going to war will be relcasec 
for civilian goods in three months 
after V-E day, 30 per cent in nine 
months; and civilians can expect 
some new automobiles within a 
year. 


Spending for war will drop 


about one-third, to $60,000,000,000 
a year, 
. 


But fhe fight ahead against 


fanatic foe" strongly entrenchec 
in the Pacific means "full speed 
ahead on war production." 


Thus reconversion will be slower 


than some believed last fall, bu- 
cause the army must "fill up the 
supply pipeline" for the vastly 
grratcr number of troops which 
will move quickly into the Pacific 
theatre. 


Within nine months after Ger- 


many's collapse, however about 
513,000,000,000 worth of "hard 
goods"—metals and everything 
from rails to ralroad cars—will be 
released from war channels. This 
will double the amount of civilian 
hard goods available. 


The transition from war to civ- 


ilian work will cost about 1,000,000 
workers their jobs, temporarily. 
Byrnes said they should be re- 
hired quickly in other war or civil- 
ian work, and he- predicted that 
job openings would outnumber job 
seekers until Japan's defeat.

- A soldier wrote recently to his mother 
about the mail he was gelling, and the peo- 
ple who sent it. Speaking ol one family 
friend, he said "I really enjoy her letters. 
They arc newsy and human." lie went on, 
"Some of the ones I receive are mere 
squawks about the hardships of being a 
Civilian." 


He's normally a friendly and understand-

In these days when so many men and women
